That  aflectionate  earthly  hither’s  love  for  his  dar-j 
ling  boy  is  not  to  be  communicated  to  the  latter 
Ie«t,  forsooth,  the  loved  child  shall  become  refrac  | 
tory  and  disobedient  to  parental  counsel.  All  the 
children  of  all  parents  must  be  kept  in  the  dark,  as 

Uie  affectionate  yearnings  of  parents!  Who, 
tn  Ibllowingout  so  absurd  a  plan  of  parental  dis¬ 
cipline,  could  calculate  upon  enjoying  undisturbed 
quiet  in  the  family  circle?  W'ho,  so  sanguine,  as 
to  augur  favorably  for  the  virtue  and  morality  of 
the  ensuing  generation,  if  this  most  baneful  prin¬ 
ciple  of  madness  and  fanaticism  were  to  be  prac¬ 
ticed?  Fortunately  for  tho  tkimestic  relation — or 
happily  for  tho  country  in  which  we  live,  so 
destructive,  even  suicidal  a  policy  is  not  pre¬ 
tended  to  be  acted  out  in  the  practical  relations  of 
life. 

Let  us  take  an  opposite  view :  Suppose  all  the 
rising  generation  were  scripturally  instructed  as 
to  the  universal  favor  and  affection,  wUh  which 
the  Father  of  mercies  regards  our  race :  is  there 
any  one  so  utterly  unacquainted  with  the  first  prin¬ 
ciples  of  the  philosophy  of  mind  or  so  strangely 
uninitiated  into  the  commonest  lessons  of  expe¬ 
rience,  and  every  day  life,  as  not  to  know  that 
tlie  firm  belief  of  an  almighty  love,  infinitely  su 
perior  to  the  warmest  affections  of  the  most  de¬ 
voted  earthly  parent  would  indulge  an  affection 
ate  reciprocation?  ‘  Wc  love  him  because  he  first 
loved  us!’  There  is  something  very  striking  in 
the  apostles  use  of  the  phrase  ‘  God  forbid.’  That

Letter  from  Rev.  Tlicodorc  Clapp. 

Louisville,  Sept.  5th,  1848. 

Br.  WiiiTTE JioRE, — During  the  last  threa 
months  I  have  travelled  somewhat  extensively 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Mississippi  Valley. — 
Some  of  the  impressions  received  in  the  progress 
of  this  journey,  have  inspired  me  with  the  most 
lively  hopes  and  anticipations.  In  the  numerous 
interviews  with  intelligent  Christians  of  other  de¬ 
nominations,  enjoyed  through  the  entire  route,  I 
have  held  particular  and  extended  conversations 
with  regard  to  the  various  topics  of  religion,  which 
are  most  warmly  controverted  among  us  at  the 
present  time.  It  has  been  my  invariable  practice, 
without  reserve,  to  avow  the  sentiments  that  I 
preach  in  New  Orleans,  touching  the  perfections 
of  God,  t!ic  nature  of  revealed  religion,  and  es¬ 
pecially  the  destiny  of  the  human  race  in  a  future 
state.  In  every  instance  I  have  been  listened  to 
with  respectful  attention,  by  the  votaries  of  creeds 
directly  opposed  to  my  own ;  and  in  many  cases, 
with  the  same  kindness  and  urbanity  as  usually 
distinguish  the  intercourse  of  those  whose  intel¬ 
lectual  views  arc  congenial  and  harmonious.  Not 
on  a  single  occasion  were  my  observations  re¬ 
ceived  with  a  forbidding  and  contemptuous  look 
of  fancieil  superiority  in  worth  and  wisdom,  nor 
with  those  expressions  of  pity  with  which  a  Pha¬ 
risee  regards  the  poor  benighted  wanderer  in  what 
he  imagines  to  be  the  pathless  and  hopeless  maze!

Now  Dan¬ 
iel  clearly  shows  that  the  judgment  of  the  nations  com¬ 
menced  simultaneously  with  the  commencement  of  the 
reign  of  Christ.  Let  the  reader  consider  attentively  the 
following  facts.  The  kingdom  of  Christ,  as  all  know, 
commenced  in  the  days  of  the  Roman  Empire. 
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*  And  in  ilie  days  of  ihese  kings  shall  the  God  of  hea- 
venaet  up  a  kingdom,  which  shall  never  be  destroyed:  and 
the  kingdom  shall  not  be  left  to  other  people,  but  it  shall 
break  in  pieces  and  consume  all  these  kingdoms,  and  it 
shall  stand  forever,’  ii :  44.  That  the  judgment  com¬ 
menced  at  the  same  time  with  the  commencement  of  the 
kingdoms,  is  fully  evident  from  Dan  7  :  9,  14 :  ‘  I  be¬ 
held  till  the  thrones  were  cast  down,  and  the  Ancient  of 
days  did  sit,  whose  garment  was  white  as  now,  and  the 
hair  of  his  head  like  the  pure  wool :  his  throne  was  like 
the  fiery  flame,  and  his  wheels  ns  burning  fire.  A  fiery 
Bireatn  issued  and  came  forth  from  before  him  :  thousand 
thousands  ministered  unto  him,  and  ten  thousand  times 
ten  thousand  stood  before  hirn,THK  JUDG.MKNT  was

I  saw  in  the  night  visions,  and  behold,  one  like  the  Son 
of  man  came  with  the  clouds  of  heaven,  and  came  to  the 
Ancient  of  days,  and  they  brought  him  near  before  hitn. 
And  there  was  given  hitn  dominion,  and  glory,  and  a 
kingdom,  that  all  pe<>ple,  nations,  and  langnages,  shoiihl 
serve  him  :  his  dominion  is  an  everla.eiing  dominion,  which 
shall  not  pass  away,  and  his  kingdom  that  which  siiall  not 
be  destroyed.’  Does  not  this  show,  that  the  jndginent 
was  established  and  the  honks  were  opened  at  the  same 
time  that  the  kingdom  wasgiveti  to  the  Son  of  man  ;  at 
the  same  time  that  he  came  in  the  clouds  of  heaven? — 
One  fiilliltnent  «tf  the  description  is  enough.  If  it  has 
been  once  fulfilled,  we  need  look  no  further  ;  we  should 
be  satisfied.  We  quote  the  words  which  Prof.  Stuart 
utters,  not  on  this  precise  passage,  but  on  the  Apoca¬ 
lypse  in  general  ;  ‘  What  John  declared  would  take  place 
shortly,  happened  according  to  his  prediction,  and  if  so, 
the  dispute  n'helhrr  it  is  all  to  happen  oier  again  [the 
italics  are  his]  after  so  mamy  centuries,  ran  not  lie  a  di.s- 
pute  of  mncli  interest  or  importance.  One  fultilnient  i.s 
enough.’  (llitits,  2d  cd.)

Death  and  hell  (or  hmhs  the  state  of 
the  dead)  must  give  up  their  prisoners  to  be  judged  by 
the  gospel.

ment  with  hell  shall  not  stand  ;  when  the  overflowing 
scourge  shall  pass  through,  then  yc  shall  be  tioJdcn  down 
by  it.’  Isaiah  xxviii :  15,  18.  Here  evidently,  death  j 
and  hell  delivered  up  thetr  dead,  to  be  judged  by  God’s' 
truth.  The  refuge  of  lies  was  swept  away,’  falsehood 
was  demolished  by  the  overflowing  scourge  of  God’s  ^ 
judgments.  The  iiictaphurs  of  the  pr  phet  and  the  re-  i 
velator  were  very  similar.  To  show  that  men  can  not 
escape  the*judgments  of  the  Almighty,  however  safe  from 
them  they  may  fancy  themselves  to  be,  the  prophet  says :  j 
'  Though  thou  exalt  thyself  ns  the  eagle,  ai.d  though  thou 
set^  thy  nest  among  the  stars,  tliencc  will  I  bring  thee 
down,  saith  the  Lord.’  Obad.  i :  4.  And  again,  *  though 
they  dig  into  hell,  thence  shall  my  hand  take  them  ;  tho’ 
they  climb  up  to  heaven,  thence  will  I  biing  them  down  ;  ^ 
aod  though  they  hide  themselves  in  the  top  of  Carmel,  I 
will  search  and  take  them  out  thence  ;  and  though  they  | 
be  hid  from  my  sight  in  the  bottom  of  the  sea,  thence  will  | 
I  command  the  serpent,  and  he  shall  bite  them  Amos  | 
ix :  2,  3.  Thus  we  see  that  these  metaphors  of  bringing  | 
men  front  death,  from  hades,  or  hell,  and  from  the  hot- 1 
tom  of  the  sea,  to  judge  them,  are  used  in  reference  tO| 
temporal  judgments.  The  revelator  evidently  quotes  his  j 
metaphors  from  the  prophets.  The  simple  meaning  is,  j 
Itat  none,  wherever  they  may  be,  can  escape  the  judg.

3,  4  ;  how  appropriately  is  it  said,  *  Death  and 
hell  were  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire  i.  c.,  were  destroyed. ' 


We  have  already  explained  the  metaphor,  under  19. 
20,  and  20.  10.  It  was  a  metaphor  for  ntter  deatruction. 
Death  and  hell  were  to  be  utterly  destroyed  by  the  reign 
of  the  gospel,  as  is  plainly  taught  in  the  21st  chapter  of 
the  Apocalypse.  Everything  that  opposed  the  gospel, 
was  to  be  put  down.  The  second  death. — The  first  death 
was  the  death  in  sin,  in  which  the  gospel  found  men  ; 
for  when  men  were  raised  from  that  state  of  moral  death, 
they  were  said  to  experience  *  the  first  resurrection.’— 
Those  who  received  the  first  resurrection  lived  and 
reigned  with  Christ  during  the  timed  called  ‘  the  thousand 
years.’  Such  as  did  not  embrace  the  gospel,  in  the  em¬ 
pire,  during  that  time,  suflered  the  second  death  ;  i.  e., 
remained  dead  after  the  happy  period  of  the  church,  and 
were  destroyed  as  the  enemies  of  Jesus,  with  everything 
thut  opposed  the  gospel.  As  there  was  a  second  death, 
so  there  was  also  a  second  resurrection  ;  for  if  there 
were  no  second  resurrection,  it  would  not  be  proper  to 
speak  of  *  the  first  resurrection.’  And  we  do  not  know 
what  the  second  resurrection  can  more  appropriately  re¬ 
present  than  the  extended  and  glorious  spread  of  tha 
gospel,  immediately  described  by  the  revelator,  when 
God  should  wipe  away  all  fears;  when  there  should  be 
no  more  death,  [the  second  death  being  annihilated,]  nei. 
ther  sorrow,  nor  crying,  nor  pain,  and  when  all  things 
should  me  made  new.’ 

7.  The  wicked  were  to  be  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire. 
They  were,  says  Br.  W. : 

‘  They  were  to  be  cast  into  the  lake  of  fire  ;  not  in  the 
future  state,  for  we  have  no  account  of  any  lake  of  fire 
there  ;  besides,  if  it  were  there,  how  could  the  beast  and 
the  false  prophet  have  been  cast  alive  into  it  ?  The  Jews 
met  a  similar  fate  for  their  wickedness  and  opposition  to 
God.  See  Isaiah  31.  9.  and  Ezek.  22.  18 — 22:  ’Son  of 
man,  the  house  of  Israel  is  to  me  become  dross:  all  they 
are  brass,  and  tin,  and  iron,  and  lead,  in  the  midst  of  the 
furnace  ;  they  are  even  the  dross  of  silver.  Therefore, 
thus  said  the  Lord  God,  because  ye  are  all  become  droaa 
behold,  therefore,  I  will  gather  you  into  the  midst  of  Je¬ 
rusalem  As  they  gather  silver,  and  brass,  and  iron,  and 
lend,  and  tin  into  the  midst  of  the  furnace,  to  blow  the 
fire  upon  it,  to  melt  it ;  so  will  I  gather  you  in  mine  an¬ 
ger  and  in  my  fury,  and  1  will  leave  you  there,  and  melt 
you.  Yea,  I  will  gather  you,  and  blow  upon  you  in  the 
fire  of  my  wrath,  and  ye  shall  be  melted  in  the  midst 
thereof.  As  silver  is  melted  in  the  midst  of  the  furnace, 
so  shall  ye  be  melted  in  the  midst  thereof ;  and  ye  shall 
know  that  I  the  Lord  have  poured  out  my  fury  upon  you.’ 
This  is  a  very  similar  nietnphor  to  casting  into  the  lake 
of  fire  ;  but  who  ever  supposed,  even  for  one  moment 
that  it  was  in  the  immortal  state?  See  the  notes  on  19. 
20 ;  20. 10.  Pagan  Rome  met  with  a  similar  fate  to  that 
of  the  Jews  ;  not  indeed  as  early,  but  as  fatally  and  irre¬ 
coverably.  Both  are  '  twice  dead,  plucked  up  by  the 
roots;’  Jude  12 ;  totally  destroyed.  They  were  not  found 
written  in  the  book  of  life,  and  were  cast  into  the  lake  of 
fire.  The  destruction  of  Idumea  was  compared  to  being 
laid  waste  by  fire  and  brimstone.  ‘  The  streams  thereof 
shall  be  turned  into  pitch,  and  the  dust  thereof  into  brim¬ 
stone,  and  the  land  thereof  shall  become  burning  pitch. 

It  shall  not  be  quenched  night  nor  day ;  the  smoke  there¬ 
of  shall  go  up  forever;  from  generation  to  generation  it 
gjiall  lie  waste  ;  none  shall  pass  through  it  forever  and 
ever ;’  Isaiah  34 :  9,  10.  How  conformable  then,  to 
prophetic  style  to  represent  a  people  who  were  to  be  to¬ 
tally  destroyed  as  being  about  to  be  cast  into  the  lake  of 
fire.’ 

Such  is,  we  have  no  doubt  the  meaning  of  this  long 
controverted  portion  of  Scripture.  Let  it  not  be  aaid,  * 
that  the  verses  preceding  it,  contradict  this  explanation  ; 
for  though  it  is  there  said,  shall  be  tormented  day  and 
night  forever  and  ever,  it  is  no  proof  of  endless  or  even 
future  misery.  There  will  not  be  days  and  nights  in  ' 
eternity.  There  will  be  no  rising  and  setting  in  the  next 
world.  Besides,  the  words  forever  and  ever,  are  often 
used  to  denote  a  limited  poriod.  The  Jewish  covenant 
was  called  everlasting,  and  yet  it  ended  with  the  eatafa-  ‘ 
iishment  of  the  new  covenant.  The  possession  of >tb«  '

Historical  Society  met,  heard  the  annual  Report  of  tbs 
Secretary  and  Librarian,  appointed  oflicers  for  the  rntn.- 
ing  year,  and  at  the  close  of  the  meeting  look  up  a  coU 
lection  in  aid  of  its  funds.  The  Convention  adjourntd 
to  meet  in  Cincinnati,  Oliio,  in  September,  1849,  far 
enough  West,  we  should  think,  to  enable  all  the  West, 
ern  States  to  be  fully  represented  at  its  next  session. 

One  of  the  most  interesting  services  attended  during 
the  session  of  the  Convention  was  held  on  Thursday 
morning  at  8  o'clock,  at  the  grave  of  Rev.  Elhanan  Win¬ 
chester,  who  died  and  was  buried  in  the  city  of  Hartford, 
at  ilie  early  age  of  4G,  after  having  perrormrd,  in  titi 
few  years  allotted  to  his  earthly  pilgrimage,  an  increJibk 
amount  of  labor,  both  in  preaching  and  writing,  both  in 
this  country  and  England,  and  left  a  name  behind  him 
that  will  ever  be  cherished  by  every  philunihtopist,  and 
especinily  by  every  Universullsl,  as  among  the  most  v*- 
neraied  and  precious  of  the  sons  of  humanity.  Being 
one  of  the  earliest  and  most  eminent  preacheis  of  ibo 
ductline  of  the  Rrsiituiion  in  this  country,  his  early  death 
produced  a  deep  sensation  ihrougliuut  the  coiiiuiuDity, 
and  especially  throughout  oiir  then  infant  Zion  ;  and  il» 
General  Convention  of  L'niversalists  of  the  New  England 
Sta;es  erected  a  plain  marble  slab  to  hia  memory  and 
placed  it  at  the  head  of  his  grave  with  a  suitable  inccrip- 
lion  engraved  thereon.  Around  his  humble  grave  now 
overgrown  by  the  green  grass  and  overhung  by  weeping 
willows  and  other  beauiiful  shade  trees,  the  ministering 
brethren,  delegates  in  attendance  and  many  others,  as¬ 
sembled  on  Thursday  morning,  when  Father  Ballou,  his 
aged  form  bending  under  the  weight  of  years  and  his 
whitened  locks  streaming  in  the  wind,  addressed  ths 
throne  of  grace  in  a  devout  and  affecting  prayer,  alluding 
most  feelingly  to  the  ardent  piety,  the  zealous  and  de¬ 
voted  labors,  the  industrious  habits,  the  meek  and  peac*- 
fiil  and  benevolent  spirit  of  the  departed  Winchester. 
who.«e  ashes  were  then  resting  beneath  our  feel,  and 
prayed  that  we  might  all  catch  and  cairy  out  in  our 
ministry  and  live  the  same  amiable  traits  that  be  so  emi¬ 
nently  possessed.  After  the  Prayer  from  Father  Ballou, 
Br.  Sebastian  Streeter,  the  next  i/Idest  minister  present, 
and  who  had  himself  listened  in  his  youth  to  the  eloquent 
and  devout  Winchester,  slept  forward  and  addressed  iIm 
congregated  brethren  and  sisters  in  a  most  eloquent  and 
afferiing  strain  for  about  twenty  minutes.  Br.  Stree'er, 
as  alt  who  are  acquainted  with  him  know,  is  peculiarly 
happy  in  extempore  speaking  on  such  occasions.  11s 
was  so  here.  He  dwelt  on  the  ardent  piety,  ths  sevrts 
and  constant  labors,  the  self-sacrificing  spiril,  the  burning 
eloquence,  the  winning  and  loucbing  voice  and  larrguags, 
and  benignant  countenance  and  heart  of  the  deceased, 
his  many  and  able  works  written  in  defenoe  of  Univei- 
s.alism  and  his  happy  and  triumphant  deaihv  Hte  referred 
in  a  most  touching  manner  to  the  lime  when  in  his  youth 
he  hang  with  rapturons  absorption  on  the  eloquent  lipa 
and  fervent  speech  of  this  truly  great  and  good  man,  till 
his  own  soul  burned  within  hint  to  proclaim,  the  sams 
great  doctrine,  and  his  mind  was  so  powerfully  wrought 
upon  that,  during  the  whole  night  after  listening  to  Win* 
Chester,  he  never  closed  his  eyes  to  sleep.  He  earneatly 
exhorted  us  all  lo  imitate  in  our  preaching  and  eur  lives 
the  devotion,  fervor,  benevolence,  meekness  and  sharity 
of  the  departed  Winchester.  But  few  if  any  dry  eyes 
remained  in  the  audience  at  the  close  of  Br.  Streeter’a 
address.  The  service  at  the  grave  ended  by  the  Nading 
of  Winchester’!  Farewell  Hymn  which  ha  compoasd  and 
sung  with  hia  dying  breath.
